Among  the  activities  in  which  the  Council  engaged  during  the  year  was  the 
exchange  of  an  album  with  Greece.  This  album,  which  was  prepared  by  a 
committee,  appointed  for  the  purpose,  took  many  months  of  hard  work 
in  preparation.  As  another  activity,  a chest  containing  school  materials, 
towels,  and  toilet  articles  was  sent  to  our  unfortunate  neighbors  overseas. 
This  chest,  which  cost  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  w as  entirely  financed 
by  the  Council.  The  Council  also  subscribed  fifty  dollars  to  the  annual 
Enrollment  Drive. 

This  year  the  Red  Cross  Council  has  sponsored  a project  for  making  an 
afghan  for  a local  Veterans’  Hospital,  and  has  also  helped  the  under- 
privileged children  in  our  own  country  by  making  a dozen  dolls.  These  dolls 
were  given  to  children  who  are  under  the  care  of  charitable  organizations. 
We  w ish  to  congratulate  Miss  Cass  heartily  for  the  wonderful  job  she  has 
done  as  adviser  to  the  Council.  The  Council  has  certainly  lived  up  to  it? 
purpose  of  service  to  both  our  own  people  and  our  neighbors  in  foreign 
countries. 
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The  Library  Corps,  an  organization  of  upper-classmen,  has  proved  to  be  a 
very  useful  high  school  organization.  During  its  seven  years  of  existence, 
the  Corps  has  established  a reputation  for  its  excellent  assembly  programs, 
and  its  wholehearted  support  of  school  activities  and  projects. 

This  year  the  members  of  the  Library  Corps,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
duties  of  shelving  and  mending  books,  arranging  displays,  keeping  the 
colorful  bulletin  board  up-to-date,  and  compiling  a scrapbook  of  school 
newspaper  publicity,  presented  an  instructive  and  timely  assembly  dealing 
with  the  work  of  the  United  Nations.  In  this  assembly  a member  of  the 
student  body  related  his  personal  experiences  behind  the  Iron  Curtain,  and 
told  of  his  gratitude  to  that  agency  of  the  United  Nations  that  was  respon- 
sible for  bringing  him  to  America. 

Our  library  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  meeting  place  of  the 
newly  organized  North  Shore  Library  Association.  Librarians  and  their 
assistants  from  schools  along  the  North  Shore  met  with  our  Corps  members 
to  draw  up  a Constitution  and  to  make  further  plans  for  the  association 
including  several  meetings  to  take  place  in  the  following  months.  After  the 
business  meeting,  the  group  enjoyed  a supper  party  and  a cracker-barrel 
session.
